Rite  of  Marriage.  The  essential  rite  is  the  same  in  ali  cases: 

The  priest  vvears  surplice  and  vvhite  stole.91  If  he  is  to  celebrate 
immediatcl y  aftervvards,  he  should  vvear  the  vestments,  except  t  t 
maniple.  There  should  be  a  server  in  surplice  vvho  carries  the  lustra 
vvater.  On  the  credence,  or  on  a  small  table  near  the  entrance  to  tht 
sanctuary,  a  salver  or  plate  is  laici,  on  vvhich  the  ring  (with  the  gold  and 
silver)  vvill  be  placed  vvhile  it  is  blessed. 

I  he  priest  stands  vvith  his  back  to  the  altar  at  the  entrance  of  thi 
sanctuary  or  ehoir.  Ihe  man  and  vvoman  to  be  married  kneel92  (outsidi 
the  sanctuary)'M  before  him,  the  man  at  the  vvomans  right.

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The  priest  says  the  versicles  Confirma  hoc  Deus,  ctc.,  and  the  prayer,  the 
server  (or  if  present,  a  choir,)  ansvvering.100  That  ends  the  essential  rite. 

Civil  Declaration.  Usually  the  priest,  husband,  and  vvife,  with  the 
vvitnesses,  now  (or  after  Mass)  go  to  the  sacristy,  to  make  (in  F.ngland)  the 
civil  declarations.  The  priest  takes  off  the  stole.  Before  the  registrar  they 
ench  make  two  declarations,  repeating  the  vvords  in  short  clauses  after 
the  priest.  First  the  man  says: 

/  do  aolemnly  declare  that  I  knoiv  not  of  any  laivful  impedimcnt  why  t,  N.N., 
may  not  be  joined  in  matrimony  to  N.N.W] 

The  vvoman  makes  the  same  statement,  in  the  same  way. 

Then  the  man  says:  /  call  upon  these  persons,  herc  present,  to  ivitness  that  t, 
N.N.,  do  tuke  thee,  N.N.,  to  bc  my  Icnvful  iveddcd  ivife.  The  vvoman  says  the 
same,  ehanging  the  vvord  ivife  to  husband.  The  book  kept  by  the  registrar 
is  then  fillcd  up  and  signed  by  the  priest  among  others. 

For  a  mixed  marriage  ali  sacred  rites  are  forbidden  and  the  marriage 
must  take  place  outside  the  ehureh,  unless  the  Ordinary  permit  it  to  be 
held  therein.102  The  Ordinary  may  also  allovv  some  of  the  usual 
ecclesiastical  ceremonies,  but  never  Mass.103  Even  a  private  Mass  (not  the 
Nuptial  one)  is  forbidden  if  in  the  circumstances  it  could  be  regarded  as 
part  of  the  marriage  Service.104  As  the  essential  rite  of  marriage  requires 
only  the  expression  of  consent  in  the  presence  of  proper  vvitnesses,  the 
civil  ceremony  (which  is  conducted  by  the  priest),  vvould  suffice  at  a 
mixed  marriage.105 

Nuptial  Mass.  If  Nuptial  Mass  is  to  follovv,  the  priest  puts  on  the 
maniple  and  Mass  begins.  The  newly-married  kneel  close  to  the  altar,  but 
outside  the  sanctuary.106 

The  Nuptial  Mass  is  the  votive  Mass  Pro  sponsis  in  the  missal.  It  is  a 
votive  Mass  of  the  second  class  and  so  it  is  celebrated  vvith  Gloria,  no 
Credo ,  one  commemoration  at  most,  no  oratio  imperata ,  the  seasonal  or 
common  preface.  If  the  Mass  is  sung  the  solemn  tone  is  used  for  the 
prayers,  preface  and  Pater  noster.  The  vestments  are  vvhite. 

The  rubrics  of  the  missal  suppose  that  the  husband  and  vvife  make 
their  communion  at  this  Mass.107  It  is  celebrated  as  usual,  vvith  tvvo

Blessing  Outside  Mass.  In  England  by  special  induit  of  the  Holv  See 
(or  by  centenarv  custom)110  if  both  husband  and  wife  are  Catholics  if  it  is 
a  day  on  vvhich  the  Nuptial  Blessing  is  allovved  but  Mass  is  not 
celebrated,  the  other  form  of  blessing  in  the  English  ritual  may  be  used.  It 
consists  of  the  psalm  Beatus  quicumque;  Kyrie,  eleison,  etc.,  Pater  noster , 
Domme,  exaudi  orationem  meam,  etc.,  and  two  prayers.,n  This  form  mav  be 
used  before  the  civil  declarations  are  made  in  the  sacristy. 

Again,  in  England  by  special  induit,  if  the  vvoman  is  a  widow  who  had 
alreadv  received  the  Nuptial  Blessing,  or  if  the  marriage  takes  place 
w>thin  the  forbidden  times  and  the  Ordinary  does  not  give  permission 
lor  the  Nuptial  Blessing,  a  special  form  of  prayer  for  the  ivedded  pair 
may  be  used.112

Blessing  for  a  silver  or  golden  vvedding  anniversary.  The  Rom 
Kilual  of  1952  gives  (Appendix,  Pars  II,  p.  15*)'"  a  spectal  form  of 
blessing  for  married  people  on  the  twenty-fifth  or  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
their  wedding.  The  priest,  vested  for  Mass,  gives  a  short  address  to  tlu« 
happy  couple.  He  then  celebrates  Mass  for  them.  This  Mass  may  be  the 
votive  Mass  of  the  Most  Holy  Trinity  or  of  our  Lady.  It  may  not 
however,  be  the  Nuptial  Mass,  but  it  has  the  same  liturgical  privileges115 
as  this  Mass,  being  a  votive  Mass  of  the  second  class.  The  prayer  of 
thanksgiving116  is  added  to  that  of  the  votive  Mass  under  one 
conclusion.117  After  the  last  Gospel  the  priest  removes  his  maniple,  and, 
turning  tovvards  the  married  couple,  gives  them  the  blessing  as  set  forth 
in  the  ritual.  Before  the  final  form  of  blessing  (Benedictio)  he  sprinkles  the 
couple  vvith  lustral  vvater.  lf  a  votive  Mass  be  impeded  by  the  Office  of 
the  day,  the  prayer  of  thanksgiving  is  added,  under  one  conclusion,  to 
the  Mass  of  the  day.118 

§  16.  Marriage  Blessed  by  a  Bishop 

Preparations.  At  the  high  altar :  the  frontal  and  conopaeum  are  vvhite; 
of  the  colour  of  the  Mass,  if  this  follovvs  the  marriage  and  is  the  Mass  of 
the  day,  and  not  the  Nuptial  Mass.  On  the  altar  are  laid  the  vestments  for 
the  bishop:  amice,  alb,  cincture,  vvhite  stole  and  ćope  (vvith  the  precious 
morse,  if  the  bishop  is  the  Ordinary).  These  are  covered  vvith  a  vvhite  veil. 
The  golden  mitre  is  also  on  the  altar,  and  nearby  the  crosier  (if  the  bishop 
is  the  Ordinary).  Six  or  four  candles  are  lit. 

On  the  credence:  the  aspersory,  a  small  salver,  the  book  (Orilo 
Ađininistrandi  or  Excerpta),m  the  hand-candlestick  vvith  a  wax  candle,  and 
a  card  vvith  the  names  of  the  parties  to  be  married.  If  Mass  is  to  follovv, 
the  requisites  for  a  bishop's  Mass12,,-including  the  maniple  and  t  u« 
pontifical  canon,  the  evver  and  basin  (bacile)  vvith  hand-tovvels,  a  boo  t)r
